In line with suggestions, Gen. Barry of 
Nebraska made a speech full of meat and 
heard with deep attention. The General 
urged the co-operation of the War Depart- 
ment with the Executive Committee. He 
feared the department would throw cold wa- 
ter on the $2,000,000 appropriation bill if it 
were not made plain just how the money 
was to be used. It was wise, in his opinion, 
to secure the sympathy of the Secretary of 
War, and one of the best ways to secure 
this was to have it understood that part of 
the money was to be expended for schools 
of instruction, ete. 

Gen. Reese of Illinois followed up Gen. 
Barry’s drift. “We must impress upon the 
War Department,” said Gen. Smith, 
“the fact that the national guard is the 
standing army of the country, backing up 
the inacequate regular army. 

“In my opinion we should ask the depart- 
ment for a certain sum out of which we 
can pay, I care not whether it is 25 cents, 
50 cents or $1 to each national guard’sman 
for every drill ‘he attends. I also think the 
committee would do well to ask the Sec- 
retary of War to detail regular army offi- 
cers for the purposes of instructing and 
inspecting the citizen-soldiery. With the 
North and South and East and West com- 
bined and acting under the patronage of 
the War Department we would have one 
of the finest organizations In the world.”’ 

The following resolution introduced by 
Capt. Rumbold of St. Louis was then put 
and carried: 

As the organized yolunteer forces of the va- 
rious States are the first reserve coyps to the 
United States Army, and is, as an anieatios 
and individually as citizens, interested in the 
integrity and maintenance of our institutions; 
therefore be it 

tesolved, That as an association representing 
the organized volunteer forces, it is the sense 
of this body that we favor a closer relation- 
ship between the regular and volunteer forces 
of the United States and that we favor-all such 
legislation as will place the United States in a 
better position to maintain its position as 
one of the great nations of the werld. 

Old Gen. Shaver of Arkansas was here 
given another opportunity to enliven the 
business-like proceedings of war. He arose 
slowly, and pushed, what he called in the 
course of his remarks, his ‘‘highly charged 
Confederate anatomy’ to the center of the 
room to speak in favor of the resolution 
he introduced yesterday on a question of 
uniformity of title for the militia. He said 
he was known in hie State as an unrecon- 
structed rebel, but that. the good eld State 
of Arkansas, which he represented, was 
not going to balk on having her troops 
ealled National Guards instead of State 
Guards. The objection in this direction 
which had been raised he considered far- 
fetched. 

“When it comes down to fighting I want 
it understood that Arkansas holds a full 
hand,” said the white-whiskered old Gen- 
eral. “‘We want the militia all over the 
country known as the National Guard, 
There are men in my State who would 
ride 100 miles to see this highly charged 
Confederate anatomy stuffed into this blue 
uniform,” and old Gen, Shaver whacked 
his stomach vigorously. 

‘“T am wearing it as proudly and loyally 
as I once wore the gray. I wore the gray 
because I went with my people. If I'd been 
in Ohio I’d have gone with the Yanks, like 
my friend Axlfne over there. 

“And while I am speaking, gentlemen. I 
want to say that [I can promise the support 
of the Arkansas delegation in Congress for 
that $2,000,000 bill ‘tooth and toenail,’ and I 
suppose you know what that means.”’ 

Such an appeal as this was irresistible 
and Gen. Shaver’s resolution, introduced 
Monday, Was passed unanimously. 

A resolution presented by Capt. Rumbold 
that each delegate to future conventions 
of the association attend in service uniform 
with side arms was carried. 

A resolution by Gen, Barry was passed to 
ask the Secretary of War to detail one 
officer from each branch of the service to 
attend the future meetings of the associa- 
tions. 

The selection of the next convention place 
was the last bit of business transacted. 
Gen. Reese made one of the usual greatest- 
convention-city-on-earth speeches, asking 
the association to meet tn Chicago in 1898, 
and Gen, Axline put forward the claims of

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CUBAN DEBATE BEGU 


A RESOLUTION IN THE SENATE 
DECLARING IN FAVOR OF 
INDEPENDENCE. 


WAS INTRODUCED BY ALLEN. 


In a Speech the Senator Said the Com- 
mercial Spirit of the Country 
Stood in the Way. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Mr. Allen (Pop.) 
of Nebraska introduced in the Senate a 
resolution declaring it to be the sense of 
the Senate that Congress Siduld, with all’ 
due convenient speed, acknowledge, by ap-| 
propriate act, the political independence of 
Cuba. He followed it with a speech declar- 
ing that the commercial spirit of the 
United States was preventing action. 


Mr. Allen said that he had long urged the 
United States to recognize the independence 
of the Cuban insurgents. He would not be 
content with the recognition. of _belliger- 
ency, but,.would insist upon the-acknow- 
ledgmrent of absolute political liberty. He: 
was eatisfied that the people would net be 
content w.th the course advised by the Ad- 
ministration. Inasmuch as the Cubans for 
more than two years on many battlefields 
had demonstrated their valor and love for 
liberty, he felt that they had earned a rec- 
ognition of their political liberty, and that 
it ought to be accorded to them without 
further temporizing. If mecessary, this 
reeognit'on should be backed by a fleet of 
American vessels in Cuban waters. He ex- 
pressed a belief that the owners of Spanish 


holding property in Cuba that had been in- 
jured or destroyed by the insurgents, and 
the carrying trade of the country, which 
might be affected by such a step, had jo ned 
to prevent the recognition of Cuba’s politi- 
cal independence.

The Priesmeyer faction of the Exposition 
stockholders elected two members of the 
Board of Directors Tuesday. They were Her- 
man A. Haeussler and Henry Arnold. R. M. 
Scruggs and L. D. Kingsland of the old 
board were re-elected, 

There was no fight on the Priesmeyer can- 
didates. Only four directors were to be re- 
elected. D. M. Houser and L. Methundy of 
the old board refused to be candidates, and 
no names.were substituted to oppose the 
Priesmeyer candidates.

Since it began the work of cleaning out 
the rookeries under the new tenement house 
law, the New York Board of Health has 
seized and had condemned ninety-three of 
the worst tenement houses. 


According to Mr. Robert Williams, who 
has made the “‘model’’ workmen’s dwellings 
of London a special study, these buildings 
have not materially decreased the death 
rate. He says that the showing of 14 per 
cent is due to the fact that one-fourth of 
the deaths which ought to have taken place 
in the models are credited to public institu- 
tions. He finds that builders can still com- 
ply’ with the law and yet crowd houses at 
the rate of 2,000 persons to the acre. 


New Zealand has a compulsory arbitra- 
tion law, passed in 1894. Under its workings 
employers must continue to engage union 
workmen who are competent, if such offer 
themselves. Trades unions desiring to avail 
themselves of its provisions must become 
corporate bodies and make contracts for 
employment for at least three years. The 
law has virtually put a stop to strikes and 
lockouts, 


G. O. Virtue, Ph. D., in a report of his 
investigations of the anthracite mines of 
the United States, published in the Novem. 
ber bulletin of the Department of Labor, 
says: ‘There are too many workmen In the 
anthracite region trying to make a living by 
mining coal; and too much capital seeking 
to earn profits.” 


The anthracite mines of the United States 
employ 143,610 men and boys and annually 
send to market 45,000,000 long tons, about 
one-third of the total coal product of the 
country. 


F'rom 1870 to 1895 inclusive 422 miners were 
killed by accidents in the anthracite mines 
of the United States. Yet, taking into ac-

In Glasgow, where the street cars are 
run by the city, a 2-cent fare is fixed for 
night and morning, regardless of distance, 
so that working people may live in the 
country and come to their work at small 
expense, 


In Toronto, Canada, city laborers are 
guaranteed by law a minimum pay of 15 
cents an hour. 


St. Paul, Minn., retains competent and 
faithful municipal officers. SBome of the 
employes in the mechanical departments 
have served for twenty-five years, 


In Baltimore blacksmiths employed on 
public work directly by the city, and 
working fifty-four hours per week, were 
paid from 22% to 30 cents per hour. Those 
employed on public work by contractors 
and working sixty hours per week only re- 
ceived from 17% to 26 cents per hour. Car- 
penters employed directly by the city were 
paid 82% cents per hour; those employed 
by contractors on public work received but 
2% cents per hour. 


The London County Council has experi- 
mented with direct employment of labor on 
certain city work, the estimated cost of 
which was $1,777,200. For the two years 
ending March 31, 1897, with a weekly pay 
roll of $14,000, the saving over contract 
work was estimated at 8 per cent.

GAVE AWAY A FORTUNE. 


Strange Development in the Affairs of 
G. E, Lemon. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8—When 
George E. Lemon died he was accounted a 
millionaire. Now his executors are unable 
to find the assets of which they are sure 
Mr. Lemon was possessed shortly before he 
died. Mr. Lemon was for many years the 
leading pension attorney of Washington. 
He also publishes an old soldiers’ paper, 
which had a very large circulation. He 
made a good deal more money than he spent: 
Whenever he found his bank account 
swelling he bought a block of bonds or 
stock of gilt-edged character. Having no 
family, he made‘a will covering a number 
of bequests. His will provided that what-

“What we call limited prices result from 
the trust, and if I had my way Il would 
wipe them all out of existence, although 
these limited prices guarantee a profit to 
the manufacturer, the jobber and the re- 
tailer. They work to the disadvantage of 
| the big dealer and the big city and annual'y 
take a great amount of trade out of St. 
Louis. 
| “Take granulated sugar, a certain popular 
| brand of tobacco and another well-known 
i brand of coffee, all sold at limited prices. 
With sugar, for instance, we are simply 
factors for the sale. We are nothing more 
nor less than agents for the sugar trust, 
They send us their sugar on consignment 
and are careful to tell us they want it sold 
at a certain price, say $5.20. We don’t dare 
sell it cheaper. If we did our supply would 
be cut off. 

“It may be asked, why we don’t handle 
the sugar of the independent refineries? 

“These are generally seall concerns 
which ‘thang on to the coat-tails of the 
trust. The trust prices regulate their prices 
and the trust terms and agreements theirs. 
| They stand in with the trust because they 
can’t afford to fight it. Should Havemeyer 
begin to cut prices the independent re- 
| fineries would be closed up or bankrupted. 

‘This is how the limited prices of the 
trust work to the disadvantage of St. Louis 
and all large commercial centers. There 
are wholesale grocers jin St. Louis; also in 
(Moberly, Hannibal, Springfield and down in 
Cape Girardeau.

FIRST REGIMENT DRILL. 


Splendid Showing by Col. Batdorf’s 
Command at the Coliseum. 


The First Regiment, N. G. M., Col. Edwin 
Batdorf commanding, demonstrated last 
night that it is one of the best-drilled bodies 
of citizen soldiery in the United States. 

The Coliseum was the scene of action, and 
the visits of Adjutants-General to St. Louis 
was the occasion. Service uniforms were 
worn and the drill was by company, by bat- 
talion and then by regiment. In addition to 
the regular tactics there were calisthenic 


drills by two companies, 

The First Regiment band furnished the 
music and proved itself as well drilled in 
field maneuvers as in playing stirring 
strains. 

The reviewing stand—a number of boxes to 
the left of the main entrance—was occupied 
by the members of the Interstate National 
suard Association, in full dréss uniform, un- 
der escort of Adjutant-General Bell of Mis- 
souri, 

After the regiment passed around he 
arena the companies came to a parade rest 
at points assigned them until they were 
coied by bugle to participate in special 
rills, 

First was Company D, Capt. Charles W. 
Holtcamp commanding, in regulation drill, 
followed by calisthenics. ound after 
round of applause greeted this body. 

G Company, Capt. C. A. Sinclair, fol- 
lowed and did the most creditable work of 
the evening. The lines were perfectly kept. 
the paces in open order were accurate and 
the precision machine-like. The calisthenic 
exercises by this company were much more 
intricate than those by Company D, and the 
cheers of spectators were added to the 
hand clapping. 

Lieut.-Col. Cavender then appeared, 
mounted, and took command of four com- 
panies in battalion drill. The manéuvera 
were intricate and but one mistake was 
made. That was a left wheel instead of 
right by a company and was corrected so 
quickly that only one versed in tactics 
could notice it. The formation of a hollow 
Square was neatly done and the alignment 
as the men marched across the arena in 
this order was excellent. 

A parade of the regiment followed and 
when the body was drawn up in battalions 
under command of Col. Batdorf the guests 
of the evening were saluted by “present 
arms.,”’ 

The military not only demonstrated to 8t. 
Louisans the careful manner in which the 
companies have been drilled, but proved 
again the great value to the city of tho 
Coliseum, 

A suggestion was made last night that it 
is believed will bear fruit. It is that such 
drills be repeated at this place from time to 
time during the winter. 

The advantage is obvious, for at the Col- 
seum the entire regiment can maneuver, 
whereas in the Armory there is only room 
for company drill. 


VIOLENTLY INSANE AGAIN. 


John C. Hebnank Believes He Has 
Committed a Crime. 


John C. Hebnank, 2% years old, became 
vioiently insane Tuesday afternoon at his 
home, 2514 South Tenth Street.

In Outlawing the Track the Bicycle 
Men Acted Without Any Frec- 
edent Whatever.

The blacklisting of the track in the big 
Coliseum by the L. A. W. has created any 
amount of discussion in local bicycle cir- 
cles. ° 

“T can’t understand the action of the L. 
A. W. in this particular case,” said H. O. 
Messer, who managed the recent twelve- 
hour match there. 

“Bicycle races for men and women, too, 
have been held in Tattersall’s big building at 
Chicago, in the Second Regiment Armory 
Building there and in Madison Square Gar- 
den, New York, but none of those places 
have been boycotted. 

“William Madden managed a bicycle race 
in Madison Square Garden Jan. 6 to ll, 
1896, but the men bicyclists are racing there 
this week and the track has not been boy- 
cotted. . 

“At the Central Armory, Cleveland, and 
other. places ladies’ races have been held 
without the tracks permitting them being 
boycotted. 

“As a matter of fact the L. A. W. does 
not sanction ladies’ races, but so far it 
has never interfered with them except to 
prevent them riding on the same track and 
at the same time as the gentlemen riders. 

“The L. A. W. in blacklisting the Coli- 
seum track, therefore, have acted without 
precedent and have gone out of their way 
to do an injustice to the managers of that 
building.”’ 


COL. TARLTON’S OPINION. 


Thinks the Turf Congress Should En- 
force Its Laws. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Dec. 8.—Col. L. P. 
Tarlton of this city, who has been go in- 
timately connected with the Turf Congress 
legislation, rules, ete., since its organiza- 
tion, and who is probably more familiar 
with them than any turfman in the country, 
was asked what he thought about the dis-

‘T am not fully informed in regard to

Many of them were made penniless and 
destitute through the dishonesty of one of 
their countrymen, who fled with thousands 
of dollars of their savings. Now they are 
in’ actual want, but will not accept work 
in the laundries for fear of being deported, 

Lev Lu was among those who laid their 
cases before the Commissioner. He eaid 
he. with eleven others, was the owner of 
a Chinese grocery at 20 South Eighth street 
until six months ago. They did business 
under the firm name of Quong Wing, Lee 
& Co. Wuh Yung was a trusted member of 
the firm. He looted the strong box and 
got away with $7,000. Some of the members 
of the firm ‘had other interests than the 
grocery and they are not worrying so much, 
But Leu Lu, Jue Lee, Jue Lie and several 
others were left almost penniless. Leu Lu 
says he does not know what to do. He 
says if he goes to work he will be arrested, 
thrown into jail and sent across the sea to 
China. He wants to stay in this  aapgene tS 

He wanted Commissioner Gray’s advice. 
Mr. Gray explained that the law, as in- 
terpreted by Judge Adams in a recent de- 
cision, would allow them to remain in this 
country and do any kind of labor, provided 
they had the right to be in the United 
States at the time adversity overtook them. 
If they were doing a recognized business 
and were legally registered as merchants, 
and failed, ‘then the law would permit them 
to earn a living in any way they could. The 
law is intended to keep Chinese laborers 
from flocking into the country, but those 
who were here when the law was passed 
in 1883 and were registered as jiaborers then, 
or who ¢ame since then an@ embarked in 
a legitimate mercantile business, even 
though they may have failed, are not sub- 
ject to deportation.

GRAND-JURY INVESTIGATION 


One Member of the House Believes It 
Would Be a Good Thing. 


Tuesday: night’s session of the House of 
Delegates was unusually quiet until a few 
minutes before its close. Mr. Burke, the 
irrepressible member from the Fourteenth 
Ward, tried to filng a bomb into the House, 
but Speaker Lehmann shut him off by de- 
claring him out of order, 

Mr. Burke disturbed the peace by a mo- 
tion that a committee of five wait upon 
the Grand-jury and request it to Iinvesti- 
gate the doings of the House. That was as

Mr. Burke belongs to the small minority 
which enjoys prodding the majority, and it 
has been resolved to suppress them on the 
spot when they unsheathe a knife. One of 
the things Mr. Burke would like the Grand- 
jury to look into is the ugly repart going 
the rounds about the North and South 
Railway bill. 

Commuications were received by the 
House and Council last night from the Elec. 
tion Commissioners requesting that the re- 
districting of the ward lines be done by 
March 1 or postponed until after the No- 
vember election in 1898. The House post- 
poned consideration of the request for a 
week, and in the Council it was filed, The 
commissioners called attention to the fact 
that such action was necessary, in view 
of the changes that are to be made from 
the Australian to the separate ballot. 
Changes in the ward lines will necessarily 
affect the polling places and consequently 
the selection of competent men to preside 
over them. Hence it is necessary for the 
commissioners to learn in time whether the 
redistricting is going to be made. 

Councilman Carroll is chairman of the 
Council committee and Mr. Helms of the 
House on redistricting, and within the past 
six months each has stated in published 
interviews that the redistricting of the 
wards was under consideration, and that the 
new ward map would be announced in due 


time. 

Still if there has been a meeting of the 
joint committee no one has heard of It. 

The Council promptly killed Delegate De- 
brodt’s scheme for the purchase of a seven- 
acre lot in the “heart of the city” to be 
used aS a settling basin for the Water- 
works. e bill authorizing the removal 
of the Grant statue to Washington Square 
was passed.

‘They May Get City Water at Reason- 
able Cost Before Long. 


Representatives from St. Louls County 
towns made good headway yesterday to- 
ward having their villages supplied with 
water from the city’s mains, 

The County Committees that met Mayor 
Ziegenhein in his officé with City Counselor 
Marshall and Water Commissioner Holman 
were F. W. Rauchenstein and Geo, Auten- 
reith of Clayton, Mayor Le Grand Atwood 
and C. F. Adams of Ferguson, W. 8S. Flem- 
ing and N. D. Thompson of Webster Groves, 
Mayor F. C. Nevins and Judge Enos Clark 
of Kirkwood and Judge W. F. Boyle and F. 
M. Sterrett of St. Louis. 

Mr. Holman said there was no doubt 
about the ability of the city to eupply the 
villages with water, but the question of 
cost was an important one. 

The committee estimated that the mains 
could be laid for about $40,000. Kirkwood 
to pay $15,480; Webster Groves, $15,000; Clay- 
ton, $4,500; Country Club, $4,500. The subur- 
banites expected to pay the same rates as 
the city. 

They desired contract for not less than 
twenty-five years. Mr. Holman advised 
them not to Insist on over fifteen years, be- 
cause within that time the city would have 
grown so that it would demand the full 
capacity of the water-works.

ENAMEL WORKS INST. LOUIS 


Only Ones in America and a Big Thing 
for a Big Town. 


An industry entirely new to the United 
States wiil soon be established in North | 
St, Louls. Enameling works for the man- 
ufacture of enamel signs and the orna- 
mentation of any metal with a glossy sur- 
face were organized a few days ago. 

Carl Phillips of the Buck Stove and 
Range Company was elected President, with 
Henry 8S. Bolte, a wholesale and retail 


stove dealer, as Secretary. The company 
was incorporated with a capital stock of 
$100,000. Eastern capital has been heavily 
invested in the new concern. The plant 
will be located at Ninth and Monroe streets, 
a lease having been secured on two build- 
ings recently occupied by the Curtis Saw- 
mill Company. 

It is expected that operations will begin 
Jan. 1. 

Nearly all the machinery fs constructed, 
At the start not over thirty-five skilled me- 
chanics will be ees but Mr. Bolte 
says this number will very likely be trebled 
in a year. . 

The street signs now used in St, Louis 
were manufactured in England. No city 
in the United States had a factory that 
could turn out the work. 

There are several patents on the process, 
and Mr. Bolte and his associates have se- 
cured an option on patents in Germany. 

“This factory will be a big thing for St. 
Louis in time,’ said Mr. Bolte. ‘It is the 
only one in America, and we start out 
with the most favorable prospects. In in- 
vestigating the enamel works in Germany 
I found that in one city there were five fac- 
tories. employing nearly a thousand men, 

‘The Postmaster General, I understand, 
is considering the enameling of letter 
boxes. As it is now the boxes must be 
painted every year, while an enamel polish 
would remain bright for fifteen years. It

Milner 
has been averse to the junket all — but 
finally consented to trot with the crowd over 
ground familiar to him. 

President McMath was sent for and strong 
efforts made ‘o prevail on him to make the 
trip, but he said his health would not per- 
mit of it at this season. That was a delicate 
and polite way to decline, and when it was 
proposed to-wait awhile for Mr. McMath he 
said he knew all tha: was to be learned on 
such @ trip, regarded the junket as a waste 
of time and money, s0 far as he was person- 
ally concerned, and he was not going. 

The Mayor was just as obdurate and then 
the majority of the junketers conceded that 
they had better wait until after the hoi.- 
days, maybe until spring, and then they 
might prevail on the Mayor and President 
Mc Math to change their minds.
